Peddlers Are Excepted. 

‘Phe peddlers were excepted from the 
ruling of the fuel administrator be- 
cause they are recognized by the offi- 
cials as a “‘necessary evil” and it was 
not considered safe in view of the bit- 
ter weather that now confronts the 
people to place restrictions upon any 
method of delivery that would serve 
the people who depend entirely upon 
the peddier for the small amounts of 
coal they are able to buy. And the 
small purchaser of. 25 and 50-cent 
lots was excepted because these 
smaller transactions are too numer- 
ous to be handled through the priority 
office. 

Orders were also given last night by 
the city fuel administrator demand- 
ing that each coal dealer in the city 
have a man at the city fuel office at 8 
o’clock this morning to receive in- 
structions as to the handling of coal 
orders, and for the purpose of form- 
ing a sort of clearing house for coal 
orders given out by the priority bu- 
It is through this clearing 
house that all orders will be handled, 
instead of through the yards directly’ 
as heretofore, and it is thought that 
the new plan will greatly aid in the 
handling of coal orders and facilitate 
the delivery of fuel to various parts 
the city. 

The above orders Were given out by 
the fuel administrator at the close of a 
meeting that was held last night at the 
chamber of commerce, which was at- 
tended by President W. H. White, Jr., 
of the chamber; Walter G. Cooper, secs 
retary; Hughes Roberts and R. C. Mc- 
Duffie, both of whom have been doing 
volunteer sernice at the priority office:

FIRST MESSAGE 
FOM WHEELER, 

The first message from Camp Wheel- 
er was brought in by a taxicab driver 
arriving here at 5:30 o'clock, He said 
he left the camp during the storm and 
at that time the corral of the 122d 
(Fifth Georgia) had collapsed and that 
one man was known to have been 
killed. 

At € o'clock a telephone girl opera~- 
tor at Camp Wheeler called The Macon 
Telegraph and asked if it was safe for 
her to attempt to reach the city, seven 
niiles away. She was told that there 
were 18 automobiles in the ditch be- 
tween Camp Wheeler and Macon. This 
was the only telephone connection 
made with the camp since the storm 
struck, Division headquarters was safe 
at that time, the girl stated, but she 
did not know of damage to the camp. 

Storm victims arriving at the city 
hospital up to 6 o'clock include: Wil- 
liam Hallmark, 17, Watts, Okla., in- 
ternal injuries, taken from fair 
grounds.

According to the weather bureau the 
low air pressure passed Macon at 7 
o'clock tonight when a temperature of 
68 degrees was recorded.

HOSPITAL TENTS 
BLOWN DOWN. 

At 8 o'clock tonight sixteen tents 
attached to the base hospital at Camp 
Wheeler, in which convalescent  pa- 
ientse were housed, were blown down.

Hospital attendants, however, gath- 
ered them up and found shelter for 
them.

‘Power Company. W hich 
_ Will Furnish Power at. All 
‘Times. : 


The heavy rainstorms of Thursday 
night and Friday, while the unthinkin 
wader through the downpour and glus 
may have grumbled and growled and 
complained generally, brought in reali- 
ty good news for Atlanta and this en- 
tire. section of the -developing south- 
land. For this same rain mean that 
the rivers and streams that feed the 
reservoirs where is kept the water 
which generates electrical power, will 
once again flow with full banks—pro- 
vided the rain keeps up for a few days. 
Only a few more downpours such as 
that of Friday morning will be needed 
to bring to a full head of water power 
once again to the work of turning the 
wheels and machinery of Georgia's in- 
dustrial enterprises, 

To the great mass of people the-eft- 
fect of the rainstorm upon the power 
situation was most noticeable when 
the White Wey lights, which have been 
dark for several weeks, were again 
turned on last night. It was announced 
at the power company’s office that 
these lights would burn every night 
from now on, with the exception of the 
national nightless lights, which are 
Thursdays and Sundays. 

The rainfall of Friday, which amount- 
ed to over three inches of precipita- 
tion, has sypllen the streams to an 
extent wheré many factories and other 
power users which have been forced 
to burn coal for power, will now be 
enabled to revert to water-generated 
power and aid in relieving the coal 
situation. 

it is interesting to note that, al- 
though the recent dry spell has hamp- 
ered the Georgia Railway and Power 
company as to their furnishing of 
power to their consumers, neverthe- 
less the year of 1917, as a whole, has 
seen more power developed than any 
previous twelvemonth. The percentage 
of increase over 1916 for the year ius$ 
closed is about 15 per cent more power 
developed from water sources. . 

_ | All Power Needed. 

This increase illustrates in graphic 
manner the tremendous development 
which has been quietly going on along 
industrial lines. Despite this increase 
in power produced, it has taken it all 
ana more to supply the different ugers 
with their needs. 

The Georgia Railway and Power 
company has long foreseen this coming 
expansion of manufacturing plants and 
other lines of industry which depend 
upon them for power and have put in 
motion during the year 1917 plans for 
a further development of their power 
plants at Tallulah Falis, which will 
practically double their power-produc- 
ing capacity when completed. . 

In addition they are starting work 
on a big new one-hundred-foot dam, 
which will form a reserve reservoir 
big enough to hold water to furnish 
power far all their users at all times, 
regardless of the weather and any fu- 
ture dry spells. In this manner, the 
rainfall for the entire year may be 
stored up and used as required, this 
equalizing their power-producing ca- 
pacity over both excessively rainy.and 
excessively dry periods. 

New 100-Foot Dam. 


The new developments include the 
building of a new one-hundred-foot 
dam about twelve miles above the site 
of the present one. This will serve to 
form a new lake or reservoir in which 
a surplus supply of water for the gen- 
eration of power in the plant below 
‘will be stored. Then they are also 
building an entirely new power plant 
further down the river than the pres- 
ent one.. This will be situated on the 
Tugaloo, below the p&®int where it is 
joined by the Tallulah, and will thus 
use over again the water which has al- 


e 
‘eoulvatant to what could be 


H. M. Atkinson, chairman of the board 
of directors of the power cee:

tons of coal. It is estimated that to 
transport this coal from the mines 
would require between 14,000 and 15,- 
000 cars.

Of first importance to the country at 
this time is the saving of this much 
coal during the present national snort- 
age. The increase in use of coal in 
the gast and north, where there is not 
always the supply of water power 
which is found here, was been enor- 
mous since the commencement of the 
war and its attendant growth of in- 
dustries. This is one of the prime fac- 
tors In the shortage of coal. 

It has been estimated that during 
1917 the country actually needed 17 per 
cent more coal mined than during 
1916. The operators have done their 
utmost, but succeeded only in increas- 
ing their production for the year avout 
12 per cent. It is this discrepancy of 
5 per cent, which represents the short-~ 
age which exists and which brings 
about conditions similar to those which 
Atianta has experienced in the past 
few weeks, all over the country. 

Another feature about the develop- 
ment work of the power company lies 
in the fact that when the new dam is 
completed the reservuvir which it will 
form will, when full. contain water 
sufficient to generate the same araount 
of power that 100,990 tons of coal 
would generate. Witt this tremendous

}year’s rainfall will be eqnally availa- 
ble at all times and the last danger of 
reduction of the power supply because 
of drouths will have been removed.

day. Some of these were admitted, and 
the most urgent cases attended to. 

In an effort to place the fuel office 
of the city upon a still more efficient 
basis, and to increase ite power to 
bring about a more effective distribu- 
tion of the coal] that is here, Henry B. 
Kennedy. sent out an order Friday to 
all the dealers in the city calling upon 
the coal men to co-operate with the 
city .fuel administration, and asking 
that the following information be fur;

Whatever the causes may have been, who- 
ever may be to biame, the finding of causes 
and fixing of blame will not relieve,the sit- 
uation. The paramount fact now is that 
there is not enough coal to allow people to 
get a supply that wil!) prevent their hav- 
ing to go to some inconvenience to get 
more when their supply runs out. Nobody 
can fairly lay in a month’s supply of coal 
at this time, because if he does, he is de- 
priving four others of a week's supply 
other words, all may get an immediate sup- 
ply if some do not get more than that; if 
some get mnore than that, then @ great many 
Can get none at all. 

We are not used to suffering hardships of 
this kind, and it is extremely irksome. But 
we are at death grips with the most pow- 
erful military machine the world ever saw. 
The oft repeated statement that the winning 
of this war will call for the supreme sacri- 
fice of time, money and blood is no idle 
phrase, and this coal famine which we now 
face is but one of the first of many and 
ever increasingiy severe sacrifices that we 
must make. 

The priority bureau invites criticism which 
will lead to the correction of errors, it asks 
that any citizen who can make any helpful 
Suggestion do so. It asks that those who 
merely wish to complain of tnconvenience try 
to see things as they are and forbear to 
riggs unless they have a better plan to 
offer.

TIME TO WAKE UP. 


For something like four years the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce has been working 
diligently in the direction of state develop- 
ment. It has several noteworthy achieve- 
ments to its credit, and would have many 
more had the people of the state, and more 
particularly the business men, taken a more 
intense interest in the organization and 
given it support commensurate with its pos- 
sibilities to do good, for them individnally 
and for the state-at-large. 

For several months, in fact ever since 
the war came upon us, bringing with it an 
extraordinary demand for certain mineral 
products needed by the government, the 
state chamber’s activities have been more or 
less centered on efforts to bring about a de- 
velopment of Georgia’s latent mineral re- 
sources. It has been successful only in part. 

In other words, it has been successful in 
demonstrating fully the fact that this state 
contains in abundant quantities many of the 
minerals for which the war has added mate- 
rially to the normal peace-times demand, 
and in procuring names and addresses of 

‘buyers for those minerals in almost limitless 
quantities. 

Apparently, according to officials. of the 
chamber, it has been able to do little more 
along that line, for the simple reason that 
those owning the mineral-bearing lands are 
lethargic in point of interest in developing 
their holdings. This is the general rule, to 
which, of course, there are exceptions. 

It is time for the owners of Georgia min- 
eral lands to awaken to a realization of their 
opportunities. By standing back, and by 
withholding their properties from develop- 
ment, either by themsel¥es or by would-be 
investors from other states, if not by Georgia 
capital, they are not only standing in the 
way of their own financial and commercial 
advancement, but they are retarding the de- 
velopment of the state. 

It is time for them to “loosep up,” bestir 
themselves, get busy and catch step with the 
world! 

The Constitution Wednesday morning 
printed a list of approximately twenty min- 
eral products available in Georgia, most of 
them in abundant merchantable quantity, for 
which the state chamber has standing bids 
by outside exporters and manufacturers. One 
man alone has filed with the chamber a bid 
for 12,000 tons of pyrites per month indefi- 
nitely, and, according to State Geologist W. 
S. McCallie, the pyrites deposits of Georgia | 
have not been even fairly scratched over! 

The Georgia Chamber of Commerce could 
do much more than it has done, or than it 
can do under existing conditions, if given the 
membership and the financial means with 
which to exploit this state’s rich latent min- 
eral resources before the outside commercial 
world and with which to impress upon those 
holding the mineral lands the urgent neces- 
sity of development. 

There is not another state in the ynion 
with greater or more varied dormant possi- 
bilities than has Georgia; and of these pos- 
sibilities our minerals are among the great- 
est and at the same time the least developed. 

This will not be the case for very long if 
the business and financial interests of Geor- 
gia will, in response to Governor Dorsey’s 
personal appeal of last Tuesday, rally in 
commensurate unanimity and degree to the 
‘support ef the chamber:of commerce, which 
is working for the benefit of no section of 
the state as against another section, and 
enable it to prosecute its development pro- 
gram to a successful end.

BOOSTING FOR LIVE STOCK. 


“The Georgia Land Owners’ association 
has just been granted a state charter by the 
superior court of the Waycross circuit, plac- 
ing it in position to more effectively prose- 
cute the splendid and vitally important work 
for which it was incorporated. 

In the broadest terms, the primary ob- 
jects of this organization is to promote and 
stimulate the live stock industry in Georgla, 
and it already has made noteworthy 
progress. 

First of all, it has undertaken, with the 
co-operation of the federal and state author- 
ities, to rid the state from the menace of the 
cattle tick, its object in this direction being 
to make the whole of Georgia tick-free in- 
side of two years. 

It furthermore has enlisted the co-opera- 
tion of the owners of the bulk of the idle 
grazing lands of the state, most of whom 
are members of the association, whose land. 
holdings will be made attractively available 
for the pasturing of immense herds of cattle 
and flocks of sheep, and for the cultivation 
of feed and forage crops for the winter 
months.

been paid, too, to interesting western sheep 


men in Georgia’s advantages for sheep cul- 
ture, with a view to placing Georgia con- 
spicuously on the map as a wool and mutton, 


as well as an all-round live stock, producing

ANSW — (a) Preventive measures: 
Avoid hot water when washing feet. Avoid 
hot baths, but _rather take tepid baths and 
as rarely as fhe law allows. Wear light- 
weight (if. employed mostly indoors) 
medium-weight (if employed mostly 


texture (never eotton). If feet perspire no- 
ticeably, try to have a complete change of 
shoes and stockings every mid-day. 
nailed shoes amd thin soles. Avoid constric- 
tion of ankles»by tight shoes, and constric- 
tion of instep or tees by narrow shoes. The

style. Avoid circular garters about the leg’ 

(b) Remedial measures: Friction with 
bay rum or camphor liniment. Lie on back, 
elevate legs and vigarously: exercise the toes 
and feet, in order to drive stagnant blood 
down the ves.

When Is Scarlét Fever Contagious? 


At what atages is scarlet fever conta- 
gious?

ANSWER — Scarlet fever (otherwise 
known as scarlatina, scarlet rash) is con- 
tagious from the instant the first symptoms 
develop. The contagion (probably a strep- 
tococcus) is conveyed by the secretions from 
nose and throat, also by any discharges from 
the ear, and possibly by discharges from kid- 
neys and bowels, but not tlrough the skin 
rash. No preventive is known. It is unlikely 
that the contagion could remain dormant for 
months or years.

“Good, wholesome plays, enacted for 
the benefit of these men, not only fur- 
nishes amusement Hut has the added 
advantage of stimulating their imagi- 
nation. I regard the aid that the the- 
ater can thus give to the adequate 
preparation of our forces as highly es- 
sential and under proper direction only 
good can result.” 

The etatement by General Burnham 
follows the meeting of prominent citi- 
zens of Atlanta and Camp Gordon of- 
ficers Thursday night when Frank Mul- 
holland, former president of the Inter- 
national Association of Rotary clubs, 
unfolded the aims and purposes of the 
Liberty theaters.

Savannah Fuel Dictator 
Closed Augusta Schools, 
Says Supt. Lawton Evans 


Augusta, Ga., January 11.—(Special.) 
That Coal Administrator Dixon at Sa- 
vannah was responsible for the shut- 
ting down of the public schools of Au- 
gueta appeared in a formal statement 
yesterday by Lawton B. Evans, super- 
intendent of public schools of Rich- 
mond county. 

It requires 600 tons of coal to oper- 
ate the Augusta schools each year. Mr. 
Evans had 200 tons in stock. He had 
placed orders for 400 tons at Alabama 
mines. The federal government com- 
menced to order so heavily at these 
mines that they saw they could not 
fill the Augusta order, and so informed 
Mr. Evans. He immediately got into 
the market again and succeeded in or- 
dering 400 tons from a Savannah deal- 
er. Before the shipment could be made, 
however, Administrator Dixon, during 
one of his personal tours, came across 
the order and he directed that the coal 
remain in Savannan. Since that time 
Mr. Evans has peen unable to secure 


coal, other than two cars, which have

IN BALLOON TRAINING 


Many Experienced Balloonists 
in Macon and Number 
Increasing Daily. 


Macon, Ga, January 11.—(Special.)— 
The work of the balloon school which 
has been located in Macon for the win- 
ter to train observers for the American 
army in France, is attracting a great 
deal of attention, and people through- 


lookout for the big gas bags sent up, | 
which often land twenty or thirty miles 
from Macon. 

Students who are being sent here to} 
receive training under the coaching of |} 
experienced balloonists are arriving 
daily, and the number of balloons in.

alone. There have already been several 
graduates and the war department is 
detailing a number of men from the 
signal corps. 

The work of the aviators on the west 
front in France has so completely 
vation balloons that little is heard in 
this country of the work done by the 
latter. However, observance work from 
balloons is said to be much more dan- 
gerous than that of an aviator. Lieu- 
: Black, of the Royal Flying | 
Corps, who has been detailed as an in- 
atructor at the local school, says that 
in one day he saw fifteen observation 
balloons shot down at one place on | 
the west front. and they were all , 
brought down by the same gun. 

At the local schools the balloons go | 
up without connection of any kind with | 
the ground. This ig done to train the’! 
observers to control: them, and make ' 
them as near stationary as possible. | 
That they can do this is shown by the 
fact that the balloons often hover over 
the city for hours at a time without 
changing their position to any appre- 
ciable extent. In actual warfare the 
balloons are controlled by a line from 
the ground in order to prevent them 
from drifting over the enemy lines and 
in range of his guns. °’ 

So far there has not been a single 
accident during the flights here.
